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MINERALS MOBILIZATION INDUSTRY 
ADVISORY COMMITTEES ANNOUNCED 


The organization of 14 industry advisory committees 
to consult with and advise the Office of Minerals Mobiliza- 
tion was recently announced by Secretary of the Interior 
Douglas McKay. 

‘‘This action is a step taken in the direction of im- 
plementing the recommendation of the President’s Cabinet 
Minerals Policy Committee that ‘the Secretary of the In- 
terior develop ways and means of establishing and main- 
taining through some workable body the contacts between 
the mining industry and government necessary to give 
force and effect’ to the policies recommended in the above- 
mentioned Cabinet Committee report,’’ Secretary McKay 
said. 

The Office of Minerals Mobilization was established 
by Secretary McKay to cary out the Department’s respon- 
sibilities for developing and recommending a long-term 
minerals program for the United States to assure an ade- 
quate mobilization base and to preserve a sound minerals 
economy. Spencer S. Shannon, who earlier had served as a 
consultant to Assistant Secretary for Mineral Resources 
Felix Wormser, was named as Director of the new agency, 
which operates under Mr. Wormser’s supervision. 

When he announced the establishment of the Office 
of Minerals Mobilization, Secretary McKay said the fune- 
tions of the office are: 

1. Developing, assembling and evaluating data as to 
the productive capacity and supplies of products from both 
domestie and foreign sources; 

2. Recommending establishment, or modifications of 
expansion goals, and developing and recommending ex- 
pansion programs, including advice concerning financial 
incentives and aids for overcoming shortages of capacity 
or supply ; 

5. Analyzing problems involved in maintaining an 
adequate mobilization base and recommended necessary ac- 
tion programs including legislation ; 

4. Developing, assembling and evaluating data as to 
materials, equipment, transportation and other require- 
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ments of the metals and minerals industries ; 

5. As requested by the Office of Defense Mobilization, 
assemblying data on requirements for metals and minerals 
products as presented by, or obtained on behalf of other 
Federal agencies ; 

6. Formulating necessary foreign minerals explora- 

tion and development programs ; 
; 7. Developing and maintaining programs, including 
the promulgation of the necessary orders and regulations 
and cooperating with the Office of Defense Mobilization, 
and other agencies in planning other production and dis- 
tribution controls relating thereto ; 

8. In conjunction with Department of Commerce, pro- 
viding guidance and leadership to the industries in the 
formulation of plans and programs to insure the continuity 
of essential production in times of emergency; 

9. Assisting the Office of Defense Mobilization in plans 
for stockpiling of strategic and critical materials. 

Insofar as practicable, the industry advisory commit- 
tee memberships include a fair representation for inde- 
pendent small, medium and large enterprises, for differ- 
ent geographical areas, and for different segments of the 
industry, Director Shannon said. 

Organization and activities of the industry advisory 
committees will be in accordance with criteria established 
by the Department of Justice, he added.

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JOHNS-MANVILLE SUBMITS 
YEAR-END REVIEW 


Nation-wide construction expenditures in 1956 should 
reach the huge total of $6544 billion dollars, an all-time 
high, exceeding 1955’s banner year by over $3 billion, 
present forecasts indicate. 

New construction, alone, will probably account for 
more than $44 billion while modernization, remodeling, re- 
pairing and maintenance of existing structures will ac- 
count for more than $21 billion in 1956, aecording to Har- 
old R. Berlin, Vice President of Johns-Manville Corpora- 
tion and General Manager of the J-M Building Products 
Division. 

Barring developments outside the building field, and 
assuming a record total national output of goods and ser- 
vices of around $400 billion in 1956, the construction in- 
dustry should account for well over 16 percent of all eco- 
nomie activity in the United States. 

It is now by far the nation’s biggest industry, not ex- 
cepting agriculture or defense. 

While residential construction in 1956 may drop off 
slightly from 1955’s 1,250,000 home starts to around 
1,200,000 new homes, such a drop will merely build a hous- 
ing backlog for the following year. 

So urgent is the need for expansion and further mod- 
ernization of the nation’s industrial plant, that $2.8 billion 
may be spent for new factories alone in 1956, a 17 percent 
increase over 1955. 

Commercial construction will keep on booming, reach- 
ing almost $3.5 billion in 1956, a 14 percent increase over 
1955. 

A great deal of non-residential construction has lag- 
ged behind home building and is badly needed to serve 
already existing new dwelling projects. In 1956, there- 
fore, a 15 percent increase in church building, a 12 pereent 
increase in social and recreational construction and at least 
an 11 percent increase in sewers and watermains, are ex- 
pected. 

It is in highway construction that expansion is par- 
ticularly urgent. This giant sector of the construction in-

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dustry will account for around $4.6 billion in 1956 and 
may even touch the $5 billion mark. 


Surpassing all other segments of the construction in- 
dustry picture, however, is the modernization, repair and 
maintenance market of over $21 billion which will account 
for about one-third of total construction volume in 1956. 
It is the most underestimated of all branches of the con- 
struction industry. 


Old dwellings are often so obsolete in design, layout, 
electrical wiring, plumbing and in innumerable other ways 
that thousands of owners have no choice but to modernize 
or see them stand vacant. 


It is in this type of housing where vacancy ratios are 
beginning to run up. The answer to obsolescence can only 
be modernization. 


Mr. Berlin pointed out that a building boom which 
has been going on for years is naturally subject to minor 
ups and downs. 

It has behind it tremendous expansive forces that are 
literally transforming this country. The greatest of these 
is population growth. By 1970 the United States will have 
a population of over 200,000,000 people for whom adequate 
residential facilities must be supplied. 

Our birth rate has risen 50 percent since the 1930’s, 
changing the economic picture of the entire country. In 
the 20 years between 1920 and 1940 the number of children 
under 14 actually decreased by 640,000. But inthe 15 years 
from 1940 to 1955 the number increased by almost 
15,500,000. 

This spectacular increase in population growth is hav- 
ing a more dynamic effect on our economy than any other 
single factor. Its result is that everything in this country 
is, or will become, too small. 

The other gigantie force that is driving our economy 
forward is the rapid advance of technology. It changes 
everything and its result is to make everything obsolete— 
our factories, stores, dwellings, schools, highways and near- 
ly every other type of structure. 

Combined, population growth and technological ad- 
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vanee are forcing a volume of construction beyond any- 
thing the United States has ever known. 


Every year since 1949, more than a million homes 
have been built annually, and this will continue because 
population growth, demolition and housing obsolescence 
demand them. 


In 1956, at least 800,000 new homes will be required 
for new family formation alone. This, combined with the 
replacement of demolished homes, now proceeding at the 
rate of 250,000 to 300,000 each year will assure the con- 
struction of well over a million new homes next year. 


Actually family formation is no longer the only im- 
portant factor in housing demand. Migration is another 
tremendous force. People are moving from the older parts 
of the United States into the newer and less developed 
regions in the South and West and into the industrial 
Great Lakes cities. 

So great has been the flood of migrating people that 
considerably over half of all new homes erected in 1954 
were in the South and West and, undoubtedly, this will be 
true this year and in 1956. 


But ithe greatest wave of migration, and one that is 
continuing, is to the suburbs. In the five years between 
April, 1950 and April, 1955, the country’s 168 standard 
metropolitan areas accounted for almost all of the country’s 
growth. But that growth was seven times as fast in the 
suburbs of these metropolitan areas as in the central cities 
themselves. 

Mr. Berlin also pointed out that for the first time in 
the country’s history a true home replacement market is 
developing. 

This replacement market is stimulated by the fact that 
fully half of all American families have an annual income 
of $5,000 or over. That income permits a family to carry a 
$12,500 dwelling. For this price the typical American 
builder is giving his customer something so attractive that 
it is pulling people out of old homes into new ones at a 
sensational rate as compared with pre World War II 
patterns. pe

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 

Generally business continues at a good to excellent 
pace in most lines. The Christmas season just passed has set 
new records for retail buying and industrial activity con- 
tinues at an all time high level. Steel mills are running at 
capacity and demand still exceeds supply. The most heard 
question at the moment seems to be ‘‘ How much of the boom 
is based on loose eredit terms for such consumers’ goods as 
automobiles and appliances?’’ There is no doubt that many 
purchasers of such goods are committed for installment 
payments which would be difficult to meet if their take- 
home pay should be reduced by a shortening of their regu- 
lar work-week or elimination of overtime pay. Steps are 
being taken to prevent over-extension of such credit and 
certainly, after all the warnings that have been broadcast 
on this subject, both borrowers and lenders should be well 
aware of the dangers in the situation. Unfortunately in 
many eases the pressure to make sales overrides ali other 
considerations and herein lies the greatest danger to our 
present prosperity. 

ASBESTOS — RAW MATERIAL 

During the past year, and continuing, the Canadian 
Asbestos Mines have made outlays and appropriations for 
major expansion of their mining and milling facilities, it 
is generally believed that the demand for 1956 will ex- 
ceed 1955 anywhere from 5 to 10%, and that the Canadian 
industry will be well prepared to handle the full demands. 
ASBESTOS MANUFACTURED GOODS. 

Asbestos Textiles. At present the market is only fair 
due to lack'of purchasing on the part of the federal govern- 
ment and slowing down for year end inventory purposes. 
Demand of the wire industry is still heavy. 

Asbestos Brake Lining. The market is still running at 
at record levels. Car manufacturers expect to sell more cars 
in 1956, but it is the general opinion that between those 
awaiting new body styling in ’57 and those who normally 
would have bought in ’56 having been ‘‘price pressured’ 
into buying late 55 models, that sales will be down in ’56.

The demand for low pres- 
sure insulation is very irregular with no chance of building 
up any backlog of orders. 


Asbestos Cement Products. This market is going 
through the seasonal lull and will remain depressed until 
weather improves and building activity increases. 


December order placements for roofing and siding are 
normal except where winter has moved in. Volume is ex- 
pected to be about 4% lower than for 1954. 


At present demands slightly exceed production for 
corrugated and flat. 


There is a seasonal drop in demand for all types of 
A-C pipes in areas affected by inclement weather.

F. W. Dodge Corporation’s construction figures re- 
sumed their long upward march in November after dipping 
slightly in October. At least eight new high records were 
set by the November total. 

The Dodge figures are the dollar totals of Dodge Re- 
ports of contract awards for future construction in the 37 
states east of the Rockies. The November grand total was 
$1,796,787,000, up 20 percent above November of last 
year, and the highest November in Dodge’s long history. 

It became the 18th month out of the last 19 to show 
a gain over the corresponding month of the previous year. 

Dodge’s residential classification showed a two per- 
cent gain after two months of decline as compared with 
the corresponding months of last year. Prior to September 
this classification showed a gain for 20 successive months 
as against the previous year. 

New highs for November were set in all three of 
Dodge’s basie classifications: non-residential, residential 
and utilities and publie works. New highs were set in those 
classification for any first 11 months. The 11-month grand 
total was a new high. 

The details: 

November: non-residential, $662,608,000, up 35 per- 
cent over November 1954; residential, $725,712,000, up 2 
per cent; utilities and public works, $408,467,000, up 
37 percent. 

Eleven-month: non-residential, $7,770,004,000, up 21 
percent ; residential, $9,474,053,000, up 22 percent; utilities 
and public works $4,580,466,000 up 21 percent; total con- 
struction, $21,824,523,000, up 22 percent.

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FILTERING RADIO-ACTIVE AIR 


Special filters made from asbestos-wool are being used 
at the Atomic Energy Research Establishment, Harwell, 
England, for filtering air in the laboratories which is 
found to be radio-active, thus preventing it from eseap- 
ing into the atmosphere. 

The filter material which is manufactured by the Cape 
Asbestos Company of London, is said to be both very ef- 
ficient in removing radio-active dust particles from the 
air and economical to use. The filters, which are dumped 
at sea when they reach a certain level of radio-activity 
due to the amount of particles of radio-active dust re- 
tained, are made by placing ‘‘Cape Blue’’ asbestos wool 
in large containers through which the air is drawn by 
means of fans.

Their Canadian mining company, Bell Asbestos Mines, Ltd., 
of Thetford Mines, P.Q., experienced a satisfactory year’s trading 
and operated on a scale very near to its maximum capacity. Its 
fibre continue to meet with ready acceptance by manufacturers 
and constant attention is paid to the maintenance of first class 
quality. 


The Company’s relations with the Cassiar Asbestos Corpora- 
tion Ltd. continue on a satisfactory basis, and Cassiar grades 
are becoming increasingly well known and acceptable in world 
markets.
